While eleven artificers were in the 
engine-room a ‘tremendous explosion 
took place; the main pipe of the star- 
board engine had burst. Far above the 
noise of the escaping steam were heard 
the heartrending cries of the injured 
and dying. A panic temporarily spread 
among the crew, but after a moment 
of hesitation every effort was put forth 
to rescue the unfortunate men in the 
engine-room. 

It was found that of eleven artificers 
all but one had been killed. The man 
who escaped owes his preservation to 
the fact that at the moment of the ex- 


plosion he_was standing on a ladder 


near the t® of the room. It ®as dis- 
covered that thirty-nine men had been 
killed and nine injured. Of these 
thirty-seven had been instantly killed. 

Four steamers were ypromptly dis- 
patched from Kiel to the scene of the 
disaster. They carried a number of 
physicians and surgeons and a large 
quantity of medical supplies. The 
guardship Pelican, with Prince. Henry 
of Prussia on board, also put off in- 
stantly to the Brandenburg. Most of 
the dead and injured lived here or in 
the neighborhood, and many were men 
of family. The wharves were crowded 
from the time the steamers left until 
they returned with the victims, As ‘the 
dead and wounded were borne from 
the vessels to the’ shore the air re- 
sounded with the ecrtes of the bereaved, 
while those who had not lost friends 
or relatives: uncovered their heads. A 
strict inquiry will be made into the 
cause of the disaster.

Sheriff 
Cline and Detective Insley drove out to 
the scene of the robbery at daylight, 
and, acting upon the theory that the 
robbers had a buckboard or light 
wagon, ih addition to saddle horses, 
followed a trail which ran almost due 
west, toward Lankershim, for a dis- 
tance of seven or eight miles, but were 
compelled to abandon it, owing to the 
fact that a sandstorm had completely 
destroyed it at that point. That this 
is the right trail and that their theory 
is a correct one, was confirmed to a 
certain extent by reason of the fact 
that, at intervals, along it they picked 
up several tags such as are used on 
the Wells-Fargo money sacks. From 
the amounts specified on these slender 
threads of evidence, the sacks from 
which ,they were torn, contained about 
$300; but that this amount does not 
represent the sum total of their booty 
is certain, for some distance further 
on a tag, from which the amount had 
been torn off, was also picked up. 

If the story told by the extra fire- 
man, who was compelled to assist the 
robbers in their work of looting the 
express car, is to be believed, and there 
is no reason why it should not Be so, the 
amount secured by them might, if the 
truth were known, run-up into the 
thousands. He stated that the seven 
sacks of coin which he was compelled, 
at the muzzles of the guns of his es- 
cort, to carry for them from the car 


to the spot designated by them, 
weighed, at a rough estimate, about 
seventy-five pounds. Although, of 


course, some of the sacks contained 
silver, the others were filled with gold 
and it does not require a very vivid 
imagination to estimate the probable 
value of their gleaming yellow con- 


tents. 
ON THE TRAIL. 

Sheriff Cline, after a few hours’ rest, 
again returned to Roscoe last night and 
once more took up the trail he had 
followed, but at the hour of going to 
press nothing had been heard either 
from him or the members of his posse. 

His theory is that the report that 
there were five men imiplicated in the 
hold-up is true. Three of them, he 
thinks, traveled in the wagon or buck- 
board, the other two riding on horse- 
back. That they all kept company up 
to the point where the trail was lost is 
very plain, but whether or not they 
remained together or parted company 
afer that can be only a matter of con- 
jecture until the trail is picked up 
again.

SNGINEER THOMAS’S STORY. 

Engineer Thomas yesterday made the 
following statement of the robbery 
which gives all the facts:

I yelled to Fireman Mas- 
ters to get in and crouch down awry 
from the fiying bullets, and as I did 
so the Winchester rifle was poked 
through the window at me, and a gruff 
voice again commanded: ‘Stop her!

down as low as possible in the cab.

To tell you the 
truth I was more afraid then of the 
engine turning over on me, as she is 
a very high-wheeled machine, than I 
was of the shower of bullets.

The ground was soft, and she plowed 
into the mud clear up to the cylinders 
and stuck there, about twenty feet 
away from the track. She pulled with 
her two cars of oranges entirely clear 
of the track, but the remainder of the 
train staid on the rails. I was still with 
the engine when she stuck in the mud, 


and did not jump out before 
she stopped, ~ as some reports 
state. I would have been a fool to 


jump off right where the robbers would 
have Had a better chance of peppering 
me. I crawled out of the cab window 


and hid behind a cactus bush. I was 
unarmed, and knew they would 
make it especially warm for 
me not stopping’ the train 


at their first command I remained 
there until the first bomb went off. 
made a noise like a cannon, or a big 
Chinese bomb, and lighted the whole 
country like a big meteor when it ex- 
ploded. If TI had been armed, or if 
there had been a guard on the train, 
I believe the robbers cculd easily have 
been shot down as they approachea 
the train. I know that I ‘could have 
dropped both of them if I had had a 
gun, but I’ve never packed a gun and 
don’t want to. If robbers know that 
engineers are ordered to carry guns 
they will make it one of the first neces- 
sities to kill the .engineers when rop. 
bing a train. 

“After the explosion of the bomb I 
crawled away a little further, knowing 
that I could be of no assistance to the 
other trainmen, being unarmed, and 
fearing that I might be compelled to 
help rob the express car. I saw the 
two robbers very distinctly as they 
passed right by me while I was behind 
the cactus. There was one large and 
one small man, the first having a gray 
overcoat and the other dark clothes. 
They had handkerchiefs tied about 
their necks and lifted them up over 
their noses when in close quarters to 
make a mask for their features. The 
express messenger, understood, 
looked at oneof the robbers closely and 
the robber said: ‘See here, don’t look 
at me so cldse but get a light there, 
d——d quick.’. The messenger said he 
had no match. ‘Well, I'll give you a 
match,’ said the robber, putting his 
pistol to the messenger’s head, ‘just feel 
down in my vest pocket and get one 
yourself.’ 

“The bomb that was thrown against 
the door broke a few panels and some 
windows and slightly stunned the ex- 
press messenger, but beyond that I un- 
derstand no damage ' was done. Tne 
robbers made the express messenger 
pack the money they secured down 
from the car toward their two-horse 
team, which was about one hundred 
and fifty yards away. . But when within 
thirty yards of the wagon they took 
the money and made him turn back. 
There were several bags of bullion or 
money in the car that the robbers 
didn’t get and they probably didn’t se- 
cure a very large amount. There were 
eight or ten shots fired altogether ana 
three of them whistled close to me. My 
recollection is that about five shots 
were fired before the bomb was ex. 
ploded.

A LACK OF HARMONY. 


Peace Does Not Prevail in the 
Fire Department, 


Members of the Various Companies Before 
the Commissioners—Bad Feeling 
Prevailing All Along 
the Line. 


It may be nothing new, but it ap-_ 
pears to be nevertheless a fact that 
matters are not running smoothly in 
the fire department, The investigation 
held yesterday morning by the Fire |. 
Commission in the matter of certain 
charges brought against members of 
the department seems to leave no doubt | 
that such is the case. 

The commission held an adjourned 


_meeting for the purpose of investigat- 


ing a charge that the men at the house 
of engine company No. 2 were all ab- 
sent from the house when an alarm 
was turned in late in the afternoon a 


few days ago. Five or six of the men 
stationed at that house 


were heard, 
and the testimony was in substance 
that it so happened that they were all 
away from the house and at their meals 
when an alarm came in. The testi- 
mony further developed the fact that 
the men were in the habit of going to 
their meals without taking particular 
pains to see that the house was not 
left unattended. Only ome of the men 
testified that he always saw to it that 
there were others in the house when he 
left it to go to eat. It so happened in 
the case complained of, however, that, 
when the alarm came in, some outsider, 
who chanced to be near the house, 
pulled a wire connected with the place 
where some of the men were eating, 
thereby ringing a bell at the latter 
place. This serv.d to warn the men, 
so that they ran t»> the house and were 
able to get out and be running to the 
fire in about four or five minutes, Had 
they not thus been warned, it is diffi- 
cult to say how long a time would 
have elapsed before they would have 


been out, or whether, as a matter of | 


fact, they would have gotten out at 


all. 
After the witnesses in this case had 


' been heard Commissioner Kuhrts ex- 


pressed himself pretty freely about 
matters at that engine house. He said 


the men should act more harmoniously 


and not show disrespect to superior 
officers. He himself had been standing 
on the side of the street opposite the 
house when Assistant Chief McMahon 
would come to the house. Instead of 
treating him respectfully they would 
go up stairs and to further corpers of the 
house with their backs turned to him. 
Had he (Kwhrts) been Assistant Chief 
at the time things would have been 
heard to “hum.” He recommended that | 
the Chief be instructed to notify the | 
men that they must act more harmo- 
niously, and the commissioners agreed 
that the Chief should beso instructed. 

Fred Messler, driver of engine com- 
pany No. 8, was called in before ‘the 
board. In response to questions he 
stated that while on the way to a fire 
a few days ago, and when roundinga 
corner, the engine slipped so that one 
of the wheels struck the street railway 
track. The momentum of the engine 
was so great that the axle was sprung. 
He drove somewhat more slowly when 
rounding the curve. He verbally’ re- 
porced the matter to the Assistant Chief, 
but forgot to make a written report, 
as is required by the rules. 

It was ordered that he be repri- 
manded by the Chief. Commissioner 
Kuhrts said he is in favor of not run- 
ning the engines or trucks too fast on 
the way to a fire. 

The members of engine company No. 
4 (Sixteenth street) were next heard, in 


the matter of charges that they had | 


some of them been guilty of a violation 
of rule No. 27, relative to drunken- 
ness. 

There was some conflict in the testi- 
mony, but the most of it went to show 
that the men had some heavy work at 
the Hoover-street fire last Saturday | 
night. They returned from the fire in 
time to reach the engine house about 
midnight, but it took considerable time 
after that to “clean up.’ Some of. 
them had wet clothing, and nearly all 
of them drank of s»me liquor, which 
had been furnished by an outside 
friend. Jeffries, the driver of the en- 
sine, testified that he did not drink 
at all, but other testimony introduced 
was that he was seen to drink. 

Att 2:30 o’clock in the morning an 
alarm came in from box No. 12 
which box is near the engine house. 
Engineer J. W. Heany sent Jack Hen- 
nessy to the box to see what he could 
find. Hennessy found the house key in 
the box, but no one near it. He ran 
back to the house as quickly as he 
could, and reported the fact. The en- 
gine team and also the horse for the 
hose cart were by this time hitched up 
ready to go out. As there was no fire 
to be seen they were not taken out. 
The front door of the engine house 
had not been kept locked. As the house 
gong was heard to tap about half an 
hour before the alarm, and as the house 
key. must have been taken from where 
it hung in the house to the bex, it 
appeared as if the alarm was sent in 
by some outside party. 

Action on the matter was deferred 
till next Wednesday, and the Chief and 
Ass'stant Chief were instructed to in- 
vestigate further in the meantime,

AN EPIDEMIc OF TRAIN-ROBBERY. 


Tt would be unreasonable to express 
much surprise at the bold and dastardly 
outrage which nas perpetrated on 
‘Thursday night by train-robbers near 
Burbank, the second which has oc- 
curred at the same point within a few 
weeks, The seed which the State has 
sown in the vans and Sontag case 
is beginning to spring uP, and may be 
expected to vield a large crop. Evans, 
the bamdit, is still at large, and the 
pursuit him been pfactically 
abandoned. His misdeeds have been 
“written up’ in the most attractive 
style of modern journalism by the lead- 
ing papers of the State, and have been 
eat forth on ‘the stage from one end of 
California to the other. Seeing that 
such a man is regarded by many as a 
hero, it cannot be wondered at that 
many young men should prefer to im- 
itate him rather than to seek to do hon- 
est work for modest pay. 

Unless we are to have an epidemic 
of train-robbery, short, sharp and de- 
visive measures must be ‘taken to make 
this new “profession’’ so risky - and 
hazardous that even desperalte men will 
think-several times before they ‘under- 
take such a job. A great mistake was 
miade in the pursuit of Evans. Hither 
it should not have been undertaken at 
all, or it should have been pushed to 
the bitter end, regardless of cost. As 
The Times has previously remarked, 
that man should have been captured 
even if it took every Nattional Guard in 
the State to do it. The facility with 
which he has succeeded in eluding his 
pursuers has worked incalculable injury 
to the cause of law and order by in- 
spiring evil-disposed persons with con- 
tempt for a law which is so easil 
evaded.

The Times recently, is certainly a 
strong arraignment of that ‘paragraph 
in Mr. Cléveland’s message in which 
he intimates that there is nothing in 
the complaints of this people that de- 
serves the serious consideration of a 
nation which pretends to take the lead 
in all humanitarian movements. The 
facts disclosed in this open letter are 


" well known to all students of current 


European history. They have fre- 
quently during the past few years 
been made the subject of debates in 
the British Parliament, but the political 
red tape which binds the great nations 
of Europe prevents the. voice of. hu- 
manity from being heard there, al- 
though it must be said in justice to 
Great Britain that she has made strong 
protests against the continuarice of 
these outrages. It will surprise a great 
many people in this country to learn 
that such a terrible state of affairs can 
possibly exist in these closing days ef 
the nineteenth century. The fact is 
that we who are so fortunate as to 
live in a land which enjoys to the high- 
est degree the unspeakable ~biessings 
of liberty are apt to forget that almost 
three-fourths of tha popwiation of the 
globe are still in a condition that igs 
little removed from barbarism—that 
they hold their lives and homes and 
property, thcir wives and daughters, 
merely at the caprice of the men whom 
chance, or the power of brute force, 
has set above them as rulers. 

The United States is no longer an 
unknown country among the _ great 
powers of the world. Its voice is lis- 
tened to with respect. That voice can 
be raised for no holier purpose than to 
champion the cause of down-trodden 
and oppressed humanity. It is to be 
hoped that this government may see 
iis way to put in some effective protest 
against the continuance of such a 
brutal condition of things as that which 
is described in the touching plea which 
this Armenian gentleman has addressed 
to the American people. 


THE POSTOFFICE. 


The business transacted by the post- 
office is a pretty good indication of the 
prosperity of a city. Judging by this 
standard Los Angeles makes a most 


“encouraging showing. The official re- 


port ‘of the postoffice inspector, recently 
prepared, shows that the receipts of 
the postoffice for the year ending Jan- 
uary 31, 1894, were $145,833, an increase 
of $16,767 over the preceding year. The 
receipts for January this year were 
$14,106, as compared with $13,103 for 
January, 1893, showing an increase of 
over $1000.~ 

An immense amount of work is done 
at the Los Angeles postoffice. All reg- 
istered and other mail to and from 
points in Southern California and Ari- 
zona is made up and distributed from 
this office. The number of registered 
pieces handled in this division during the 
year 1893 was 216,486, which places it 
twenty-fifth as to registered business 
in the United States. Yet in spite of 
this the accommodations and help at 
the Los Angeles postoffice are absurdly 
deficient. The amount allowed for 
clerle hire is the same as it was four 
years ago, when the office was doing 
m business of less than $100,000 per an- 
num, while now it is doing a business 
of nearly $150,000, an increase of nearly 
BO per cept. Then, again, the accom- 
modations# at the postoflice are absurdly 
inadéquate for the amount of business 
that is conducted there. It is indeed

Mr. Flint, 
the postoffice inspector, has made sev- 
eral recommendations in regard to in- 
creased allowance, extra carriers, and 
so forth, but such recommendations 
have been made several times before, 
without producing any apparent effect. 
It seems, indeed, very difficult to get 
anything done for the Los Angele?” 
postofiice. While other offices in much 
less important cities are getting liberal 
appropriations the Los Aygeles office 
is unable to conveniently transatt the 
business that is carried on. It appears 
to be very difficult to get the authori- 
ties who sit aloft in Washington and 
look after these “orifices’’ to compre- 
hend that Los Angeles is forging ahead 
at a rapid rate, and that the clothes 
which fitted us four or five years ago 
are now very short in the legs and 
arms and uncomfortably tight around 
the chest. 

An ideal location for the postoffice 
would have been the old Courthouse 
site, but it too late now to make any 
change. If we cannot have the post- 
office in the most convenient location, 
the building might at least be made 
sufficiently roomy and convenient for 
the officials and those of our citizens 
who have to do business there. 


SANTA MONICA, 


Santa Monica has informally decided 
by a large majority of votes to con- 
struct a pleasure wharf in front of the 
town. This resolution does credit to 
the good sense of the citizens of that 
well-situated seaside resort. Such a 
wharf will do much to enhance the 
pleasure of a trip to the beach. As far 
as the town itself is concerned, Santa 
Monica has no rival on the coast of 
Southern California, with the possible 
exception of Santa Barbara. Its gar- 
dens are things of beauty and joys for- 
ever. Flowers seem to grow there with 
a luxuriance that is not equaled even 


jin this-city. A majority of the streets 


have been graded and sidewalked, and 


large shade trees are planted along 


most of the thoroughfares. When it 


naturally the chief attraction at a sea- 
side resort; and which at Santa Monica 
is a magnificent one, it must be ad- 
mitted that Santa Monica is consider- 
ably behind some of its “‘esteemed con- 
temporaries’’ in the attractions and 
conveniences which it has furnished 
for visitors.

PASSES AGAIN. 


Roads Suspect Each Other 
of Bad Faith.

Shippers Being Supplied as Usual 
With Passes. 


No Heavy Passenger Travel to San 
Francisco, 


President Huntington Expected Here Tomor- 


row *& Petty Coal Thieves in the 
Yards—General 
Local Notes. 


A Chicago exchange remarks ‘that 
lears are entertained that the agree- 
ment entered into by the general man- 
agers of the Western roads at the be- 
ginning of this year for the restriction 
and regulation of free transportation 
or passes issued on account of busi- 
ness will share the fate of similar 
agreements made in previous years and 
go to pieces before it has been fairly 
tried. Chairman Midgley of the West- 
ern Passenger Association, who was 
charged with the enforcement of the 
agreement, has labored hard for the 
last four weeks to get the roads to 
carry out its provisions. But all his 
efforts have been in vain and the indis- 
criminate issuing of free passes, it is 
claimed, is practiced as freely today as 
before the agreement wns adopted. So 
bad have matters become. that Chair- 
man Midgley found it necessary to call 
a meeting of all the Managers’ Com- 
mittee for the purpose of deciding 
whether a further attempt should be 
made to carry out the agreement or 
whether a meeting of the general 
managers should be called to devise 
some other means whereby the indis- 
criminate issue of passes to everybody 
who asks for them can be prevented. 
It is feared that if the matter is not 
regulated in some way it will lead to 
a serious war on rates. The Pacific 
Coast roads undertook to bind them- 
selves up for the same purpose with 
the Southern Pacific in the lead. The 
Santa Fe agreed to the plans of its 
competitors, but the xgreement ras 
fallen flat. While it is alleged that 
Southern Pacific passes are scarcer 
than hen’s teeth, it is known positively 
that a number of people hareabouts— 
shippers and others—have their paste- 
boards as of yore.

Well Founded. | 


\ 
A Cuestion of Disputed Water Front Scttied. 
The Southern Pacitic Company Can 
Resume Work on the Wharf 
as Originally Proposed. 


The Supreme Court has made an or- 
der reversing the judgment entered in 
favor of the city of San Pedro as 
agrinst the Southern Pacific Railroad 
Company. 

In March 1887 the railroad company 
made selection of a right-of-way over 
certain public lands of the State for 
the location and construction of .tracks 
and other works necessary to the ex- 
tension of their Wilmington branch, 
and on April 7, 1887 the Surveyor-Gen- 
eral, under the provisions of law, issued 
a permit for the use of the same. The 
lands so selected are located in Wil- 
mington Bay, within the corporate lim- 
its of the town of San Pedro, a portion 
being between the lines of high and 
low water, and a portion entirely cov- 
ered by the waters of the bay. By vir- 
tue of the permit issue) the company, 
in December, 1891, commenced to drive 
piles from the extremity of the wharf 
before constructed, and had _ driven 
them for the length of about 660 feet, 
when the city brought the present ac- 
tion to enjoin and restrain them from 
further prosecuting the work. The 
grounds upon which the plaintiif based 
its right to relief were that the lands 
were within the corporate limits and 
formed a part of the water front; that 
it had certain statutory and riparian 
rights over said lands and water front 
and that in the exercise of these rights 
it was about to construct a wharf and 
landing place at the point where the 
defendants were driving the piles, and 
that the acts of the defendants were 
without authority. Judgment went for 
the plaintiff, from which the company 
appealed, and the company’s appeal. is 
now sustained. 

In its opinion the Supremé Court 
rules as follows: ‘ 

“The plaintiff is a municipal corpora- 
tion of the sixth class and was or- 
ganized February 27, 1888, subsequent 
to the date of the permit given to de- 
fendants by the Surveyor-General, As 
a municipal corporation it is only one 
of the agencies of the State to aid 
it in the discharge of its political duties, 
and although the lands upon which the 
defendants were driving piles are with- 
in the corporate limits of the plaintiff 
the plaintiff has not, for that reason, 
any proprietary interest in these lands, 
nor is it the owner of. the soil, or 
clothed with any riparian rights. Its 
right to construct a wharf rests upon 
the provisions of the Municipal Gov- 
ernment Act, by which it has authority 
‘to construct, maintain and operate 
on any lands bordering on any nav- 
agable bay within the corporate limits 
of such city, or contiguous theréto, 
piers, etc.’ The authority given in this 
section does not, however, clothe the 
plaintiff with an absofute right to con- 
struct a wharf at any point on its 
water front which it may select, irre- 
spective of the rights of others, but is 
intended to confer upon it the same 
authority to do acts thercin enumerated 
which a natural person would possess, 
and to give its acts a sanction which 
it would not otherwise have. A mu- 
nicipal corporation can exercise only 
such powers as are conferred upon it 
by the Legislature, and in the absence 
of the authority above conferred the 
plaintiff would not be authorized under 
any circumstances to erect or maintain 
a wharf, but the authority thus given 
does not authorize it to prevent the 
erection of a wharf by another person, 
who has a right therefor, or who does 
not infringe upon any ofthe plaintiff's 
rights. 

“The lower court found that there 
had been an abandonment of the por- 
tion of the lands within the limits of 
the permit beyond the existing wharf, 
and that by reasethereof these lands 
were excluded from the permit. The 
record does not contain any evidence 
showing an abandonment of the rights 
conferred by the permit and we have 
been cited to no statute or rule of law 
by which the failure on. the part of a 
railroad corporation to construct its 
wharf immediately upon receiving the 
permit would work a forfeiture of its 
rights. The section under which this 
permit is granted does no{ limit the 
time within which the work shall be 
commenced, and the clause therein con- 
tained by which the Attorney-General 
is directed to issue to the corporation. 
a permit to use the same, unless upon 
petition properly presented to the court, 
a review is had and such use prohib- 
ited, implies the continuance of the 
permit until such use is prohibited. As 
the permit is only a license for a 
right-of-way over public lands of a 
State and does not conferany proprie- 
tary rights in the lands themselves, the 
State would have the right to revoke 
the license at any time and would be 
justified in doing so if it should appear 
that there was unnecessary delay on 
the part of the corporation in_ avail- 
ing itself of the privilege; but, unless 
the State makes the objection, the priv- 
ilege cannot be declared forfeited at 
the instance of any other person. Upon 
the organization of a railroad company 
it makes a selection of the route over 
which it intends to construct its 
road and in making such selection or- 
dinary prudence would dictate that it 
should include the entire route over 
which its road would ultimately be 
contructed. Necessarily some time must 
elapse before the road can be completed 
and tircumstances may arise during the 
process of its construction which will 
render a delay or suspension of work 
not -only prudent but even necessary. 
Such delay or suspension will not of 
itself work a forfeiture of any priv- 
jlege which the State may have granted 
unless the statute under which it was 
granted expressly so provides, as has 
been done in the case of street rail- 
roads, and it is a well-recognized rute 
that when only the right to the for- 
feiture of a corporate privilege or of 
franchise exists it can only be invoked 
at the instance of the State. 

“The judgment and order denying a 
new ‘trial are reversed.”” —

It is an error in refraction of the 
eye that causes us to wear glasses, and 
these errors are aS numerous 45 their 
causes.

MRS, FORBES ESTATE 


Who Shall Be Appointed 
Administrator? 


fhe Question the Subject of a 
Bitter Contest. 


Many Heirs Who Are Divided Among 
Themselves. 


One of the Sons ‘Charges' That His Father 
is Not a Fit Person to Be 
Placed in Charge of the 
Property. 


There is dissension in the house of 
forbes and much ill-will and resent- 
ment are the prime causes which have 
led to the bitter contest over the grant- 
ing of letters of administration in the 
estate of Mrs. Louisa O. de Forbes, 
now in progress before Judge York in 
Department Three. The grave had 
hardly closed over the dead body of the 
mother of the large and well-known 
family before there was a _ division 
among the heirs, the question of dif- 
ference arising over the appointment 
of an administrator. Charles H. Forbes, 
the husband of the deceased, was the 
first to file a petition for letters, but 
as several of his children were opposed 
to his taking charge of the estate, a 
second petition, asking that J. M. El- 
liott be granted the letter, was filed by 
Augustin and James Forbes, which 
brought up the contest. 

Judge Clark, being unable to hear the 
‘matter in the regular course of pro- 
baite business, transferred it to Depart- 
ment Three, where it was called yester- 
day morning. Forbes, the elder, ap- 
peared with his attorneys, Messrs. Wells 
«& Lee, Henry T. Gage and V. Hall 
being also afrayed on his side, as coun- 
sel for others of the heirs. Messrs, 
Variel and Davis and Edwin A. Me- 
serve represented the contestants. 

Forbes family are among the 
oldest Spanish-American residents of 
this city, having made their home here 
for more than twenty years. All of the 
children were raised in Southern Cali- 
fornia, and, although quite numerous, 
they got along well together until their 
mother died. Previous to Mrs. Forbes’s 
death some trouble arose between her- 
self and her husband, which was shared 
in to a certain extent by the younger 
members of the family, but ‘the rupture 
did not occur directly until the will 
matter was brought into court.

That said claims are without right and 
are dishonestly made and said Charles 

H. Forbes is now indebted to said 
estate for said sums, together with in- 
terest thereon, since the several dates 
‘of misappropriations thereof. Fourth, 
that said Charlies H. Forbes is improvi- 
dent Upon these 
grounds it was asked that the petition 
of the father be denied. 

Then on December 20 James A. 
Forbes, who had joined his brother in 
the above accusations against his pa- 
rent, seemed to have been stricken 
with remorse or a change of mind 
swore to and filed the following singu- 
lar document: 

“That, whereas my father, C. H. 
Forbes, has made application for letters 
of administration in the estate of my

SUICIDEs. 


One Case of Strychnine Poisoning and An- 
other of Morphinc. 

Coroner Cates held two inquests yes- 
terday upon the bodies of persons who 
had committed suicide by taking poison. 

The first, which was held at Santa 
Monica, was upon the body of Otto 
Cohen, a native of Germany, 54 years 
of age, who was found dead on the bed 
in his room at the Boehme Block about 
8 o’clock Thursday evening under cir- 
cumstantes which left no doubt as to 
his death being due to an overdose of 
laudanum. The jury, however, was 
unable to determine whether or not 
the deceased administered the poison 
with suicidal intent and rendered a ver- 
dict accordingly. 

Cohen, who was reputed to have lost 
considerable money in foreign invest- 
ments, nad been despondent for some 
time past. 

Another inquest was held yesterday 
morning at Garrett & Samson’s under- 
taking rooms upon the body of Edward 
Raffner, a. native of France, about 40 
years of age, who died at fhe Europa 
lodging-house on Commercial street 
about 2 o’clock yesterday morning from 
the effects of a dose of some forty 
grains of strychnia administered by 
himself with suicidal intent. tes- 
timony taken before the Coroner’s jury 
revealed nothing more than has al- 
ready been published in The Times 
with reference to the tragedy, and a 
verdict was returned in accordance 
therewith. 

Coroner Cates was also called upon 
to investigate the cause of the death of 
the four-months-old baby of Fred W. 
Hoyl, who resides on Echandia street, 
Boyle Heights, near Prospect Park, 
who was accidentally smothered Thurs- 
day night, but it being shown beyond 
question that the child’s death was 
purely accidental it was not deemed 
necessary to hold an inquest.

You know an actress 
must not only understand her part, but 
be so absorbed in it that she forgets 
her own personality, and for the time 
being lives in her assumed character.’’ 

“Then great nervous excitability isa 
decided advantage to an actress?’’

as a general proposition, no. The 
mental strain, the intense application 
necessary to a proper realization of 
the part, the apprehension that the 
audience may be criticising you ad- 


versely, and the constant study of new

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“HOUSE. AND LOT. 


A Good Demand for Low- 
priced Lots. 


Otherwise Business Remains 
Rather: Quiet. 


Another Encouraging Sale on South 
Broadway. 


The Santa Ana Ranch—Duarte—Los Angeles 
and San Francisco— Elysian Park—Land 
Values— Delinquent Tax Sales— 
Building Notes. 


This has been another dull week in 
the real estate market, and dealers 
are making comparisons with the state 
of affairs which prevailed a year ago 
at this time, when there was quite a 
lively demand for property. Of course 
all sorts of explanations are offered 
for the absence of that buoyancy in the 
market which was generally § antici- 
pated. Some say that the prices asked 
are too high; others that there are 
too many different prices for the same 
lot, and too many agents to handle it. 
Others charge it to the Midwinter Fair, 
which is taking a good many people 
up north just now, and yet others think 
that the tariff question or the silver 
question is to blame. So far as 
known, nobody has yet attributed the 
delay in the arrival of the Los An- 
geles real estate boom to the Hawatlian 
question or the Bering Sea question. 

As to the Midwinter Fair, while there 
is mo doubt that it will take several 
hundred thousand dollars out of Los 
Angeles, the probability is that it will 
bring us ten times that amount within 
the next twelve months, in the shape 
of investments by Eastern people, who 
have been attracted to the fair, and 
will not lose the opport ae ig of running 

rnia. 
SMALL HOMES. 

Meantime, while important transfers 
of property are few and far between, 
there is a steady demand for smail, 
cheap lots, suitable for the erection 
of cottages that will cost, say, from 
$500 to $1500. Most of these sales are 
made to our own people, which is cer- 
tainly an encouraging fact, as if resi- 


" dents of Los Angeles, who have lived 


here for a number of years, and know 
just how things are in the real estate 
market, display confidence in values, it 
can only be a question of time when 
outsiders will pick up courage and enter 
the market at a lively rate. During the 
past week quite a number of sales have 
been made all along Central avenue, 
from the Arcade Depot to the city lim- 
its, especially in the Wolfskill and 
Briswalter tracts. Another auction sale 
of 126 lots in the Wolfskill tract is an- 
nounced for today (Saturday.) In the 
Briswalter tract, twenty-three more lots 
have been sold during the. week, and 
three more houses have n started. 
Of the 360 lots in this subdivision, 260 
have now been sold, which is certainly 
® very favorable showing when we 
consider the condition of the market 
that has prevailed since this tract 
was laid out. It shows that there is a 
market for residence lots among our 
own people, if property is really cheap. 
LOS ANGELES AND SAN FRANCISCO. 

When we compare the condition of 


the real estate market here and ‘in San 


‘Francisco we have nothing. to com- 


plain of. The following extract is from 
the Examiner of the 13th inst.: 

“Some one has said that the num- 
ber of ‘To let’ and ‘For rent’ signs 
to be seen in any city is a faithful 
indication of that city’s prosperity or 
lack of it. If this be true it may be 
stated as a fact that San Francisco 
has seen the worst of the ‘hard times’ 
and that her prospects for future pros- 
perity are on the mend. 

Since August last, according to the 
records of the Spring Valley Water 
Company, the number of vacant houses 
in this city has been diminished by 


| about 800, and there is no indication 


that this average of 160 per month will 
not be continued indefinitely, or until 
there are no vacant houses left. This, 
too, in the face of the fact that new 
houses are being built at the rate of 
more than 100 a month. 

“In January, 1892, there were 3105 
vacant houses in the city, This num- 
ber increased gradually until August, 
1893, when the records of the water 
company showed that there were no 
less than 4631, an increase of 1964 in 
twenty months. It must be taken into 
consideration, however, that about 2500 
new houses were erected during this 
period. From fhis it will be seen that 
while the supply of empty houses was 
greater than the demand there was a 
very handsome increase in the number 
of families renting or occupying 
houses.”’ 

San Francisco thus boasts that there 
are only 3800 empty houses in that city. 
Allowing for the difference in popula- 
tion this should give us on an equal 
basis about 800 empty houses in Los 
Angeles. It is doubtful whether there 
are one-fourth of that number, even 
including everything in the shape of a 
house within the city limits. In fact 
there is no more encouraging feature 
of the real estate market today than 
the steady demand for houses which 
continues to be far in advance of the 
supply, so that agents find much trouble 
in supplying their customers. Many of 
the small lots which have been pur- 
chased recently east of Main stréet will 
be used for the purpose of building 
houses on to rent, As The Times has 
previously remarked, there are few 
more promising investments in Los An- 
geles today than the building of neat 
cottages for rent within an easy dis- 
tance of the business center. Lots are 
cheap, lumber is cheap, labor is cheap, 
and rents are high. What more favor- 
able combination of circumstances 
could an investor ask? Then, in addi- 
tion to this, the property which yields~ 
a good interest is steadily rising in 
value. For such a purpose as this it 
is not necessary to go into what is 
known as the fashionable part of town. 


There is probably more money in build-, 


ing cottages close in, in some of those 
sections that have hitherto been 
neglected. When it comes to reckoning 
interest on an investment it makes a 
great big difference whether the lana- 
lord pays $2500 or $500 for a lot upon 
which he builds a house to rent. This 
is just about the difference that there 1s 
in the prices of lots one mile southwest 
and one mile northwest of the business 


center. 
SOME SALES. 


The steady increase in values on 
Broadway is well shown by a transfer 
of property on that street, which todk 
place a few days ago, when the Uni- 
versity Bank sold J. Frankenfiela 
20 feet front by 145 feet deep at 
the southwest corner of Sixth ana 
Broadway for $10,000. This is at the 
rate of $500 a foct, including improve- 
ments worth $150 per foot, making the 
bare lot cost $350 per foot, which is cer- 
tainly an encouraging price to owners 
of property on that fine thoroughfare. 

Henry J. Stanley, an agent for Ar- 
nold Holst, has just sold a block of 
fourteen lots in the Holst tract, of six 
and one-half acres, adjoining the wesr 
city, boundary line at Ninth and Hoover 
streets. James McKane and Fred Will- 
ing were the purchasers, and they got 
them for the low price of $3500, or less 
than $300 each.

The lots 
are 50x150 each, and are on the corner 
of Providence and Eighth streets. 

THE SANTA ANITA RANCH. : 

The Santa Anita ranch is one of the 
best-known ranches in Southern Cali- 
fornia. Few visitors to Los Angeles, 
however brief their stay, fail to take 
a drive through the park-like groves 
of live oaks and visit the beautiful 
home place of Mr. Baldwin. Visitors 
often express surprise that such a 
charming tract of land, so near the 
city, should remain comparatively un- 
improved. A beginning was made in 
this direction toward the end of the 
boom when the town of Arcadia was 
laid out on the east of the ranch. Lit- 
tle progress was, however, made, as 
shortly afterward the boom burst and 
most of the ranch remains today in 
much the same condition as when Mr. 
Baldwin purchased it. It is now an- 
nounced that a portion of the ranch 
will be offered for sale at auction next 
Saturday, the sale to take place 
on the tract. This auction will doubt- 
less attract a number of home-seekers, 
including many of our own people, who 
have fer years had their eyes fixed on 
this beautiful region as a site for sub- 
urban homes. 

THE DUARTE. 

A little ~beyond the Santa Anita 
ranch, on the other side of Monrovia, 
lies *‘the’’ Duarte, a section which was 
famed for its orange groves and at- 
tractive homes years before Pasadena, 
and Monrovia, and Pomona. were 
thought of. It is the custom to sup- 
pose that first-class oranges cannot be 
raised in this county, but it is a fact 
that the oranges of Duarte are diffi- 
cult to surpass, and one of the growers 
of that section took the highest honors 
for citrus fruits at the World’s Fair. 
This attractive section has hitherto 
suffered from being somewhat outside 
the range of nrailroad communication 
with the city, otherwise it would cer- 
tainly have made,a more rapid growth. 
It is quite a distance, over a rough and 
dusty road, from Duarte station on the 
Santa Fe Railroad to the town of 
Duarte. Residents of that section are 
now moving for the purpose of remedy- 
ing this drawback. It is proposed to 
get the Southern Pacific Railway to 
extend the Monrovia line, which that 
company acquired, through Duarte, as 
far east as Glendora. The extension, 
as outlined at present, is as follows: 

Leaving the present terminus on 
Shamrock avenue, a slight curve 4s 
made to the south, through the Brad- 
bury land, thencc in a straight line 
through the lands of Messrs. Boden, 
Blain, Moore & Wicks, Brown, Bittolph, 
McKee and Mrs Crane, through the 
townsite, and thence on through the 
ranches of Mes Stimson, ‘Fowler, 
Davis, Scott and others. 

The right-of-way through the larger 
portion of this property has already 
been granted, but there remains some 
pieces of land that the owners are not 
willing the road should pass through, 
notably that of Messrs. Boden, Blain, 
Moore & Wicks, Brown and Bittolph. 
It is proposed to build two passenger 
depots in Duarte, one on the Brad- 
bury property E. H. 

: Highland avenue, also a freig 
other on or 
extension is . completed Duarte is 
like'y to become a_ favorite residence 
suburb of Los Angeles. 

ELYSIAN PARK. 

There has been a remarkable in- 
crease of interest recently among Los 
Angeles people on .the subject of 
Elysian Park, to which awakening it 
may perhaps be said. without presump- 
tion, that The Times has largely con- 
tributed. One of the chief drawbacks 
from which t..is park suffers and which 
has kept its attractions from being bet- 
ter known among our people is the 
lack of transportation facilities. It is 
now proposed to remedy this by get- 
ting the Consolidated Electric Railway 
Company to extend its lines up Belle- 
vue avenue and along the tracks of 
the old foothill rdilway as far as the 


— 


park. At a recent meeting of the North- 
west Improvement Association a propo- 
sition was submitted by E. P. Clark 
whereby the old tracks and material 
of the Los Angeles and Pacific Railway 
are to be turned over to the Los An- 
geles Consolidated Railway Company. 
If these be turned over free of in- 
cumbrance and the improvement as- 
sociation pay the sum of $6000 to the 
latter company, said company will con- 
struct an electric line along Bellevue 
avenue and give 4 fifteen-minute serv- 
ice on the same. It is further condi- 
tioned that if the portion of the old 
tracks lying between Alvarado street 
and the city limits be found unfit for 
use, the association shall pay the ad- 
ditional sum of $4200. 

Why would it not be a good idea 
for some person who has a good team 
and a big wagon or carriole to make 
regular trips to the park, carrying pas- 
sengers. There are no doubt many of 
our visitors, as well as a number of 
our own people, would be glad to oc- 
casionally take such a trip if they had 


a chance. 
LAND VALUES. 

The following remarks on land values 
in California, from a recent issue of the 
Call, are based upon a recent transfer 
of the property of the Crocker-Huff- 
man Land and Water Company in 
Merced county and are worthy of at- 
tention by property-owners in this sec- 
tion: 

“It appears that all these lands were 
valued by their owners by .capitalizing 
the possible average revenue which 
would be derived therefrom by careful 
and economical fruit-growers. For in- 
stance, a forty-acre tract, which, when 
Planted in prunes, raisins, apricots and 
oranges, might fairly be expected to 
yield $4000 a year, in an average of 
years, was appraised by its owners at 
$400 an acre, or $16,000. The method of 
reckoning would have been fair enough 
if California had been full of people 
looking out for rural inducements, or 
if it had been possible to bring io the 
notice of small capitalists in the East 
and in Europe the excellent opportu- 
nities offered in this State: But neither 
factor materialized. There is not in this 
State a sufficient number of people 
seeking bargains in country real estate 
to make it certain that such property 
will bring its real value at forced sale: 
and, notwithstanding the copiousness of 
the literature with which the East and 
Europe have been flooded on the sub- 
ject of the resources of the State, but 
little impression has been made on 
popular ignorance among outsiders 
touching California. 

“For these reasons the method of ap- 
praisment adopted by our landed mil- 
lionaires did not attract purchasers, and 
some years ago it became obvious that 
the only safe way of valuing farm 
hand was to reckon ft at what people 
would give for it. But the auction sales 
which were held a few years ago by 
the Haggin-Tevis syndicate in Kern im- 


plied that $25 an acre was about as 


much as the average settler was will- 
ing to give for hand, even with water 
on it, and this was said. to be less than 
the owner had spent for irrigation 
works. The auction sales were accord- 
ingly abandoned, and land-owners bde- 
gan to think that they must perforce 
wait until the growth of the Staite 
brought up the price of land to some- 
thing like a parity with the income 
it might be made to yield. 

‘Tt ds a question of time, but the 
time may be long, and meanwhile in- 
terest and tax accounts go on swelling. 
Farm fland is an article which -varies 
widely in value in different localities. 
In Orange county, N. Y., pasture land 
which will not grow. over eight 


to twelve bushels of wheat to the acre | 
is worth $100; in Saxony, land on which 


the farmer nearly starves commands 
the same price; in Ireland potato hand 
of exceptional quality rents for $15 to 
$20 an acre. With these facts in view 
‘the value of land in the San Joaquin 
Valley, with water on it, which will 
yield a comfortable income to its holder, 


‘should certainly be worth more than 


Eastern or European land, which barely 


gives the accupant @ a¢ant livelihood,” 


Twenty-five dollars an acre may be 
a fair value for land in that section, 
but ‘there is much land in Southern 
California which will pay, year in and 
year out, a good profit on ten times 
that amount, when planted to some of 
those products which are péculiar to 
this section. 

DBLINQUENT TAX SALES. 

The City Clerk recently had the 
following to say in regard to the ques- 
tion of selling property for delinquent 
taxes. There is certainly much room 
for improvement in the present meth- 
ods of conducting such sales, which 
now work much hardship, especially 
on absentee owners: “I believe that 
better results could be obtained and 
with little disadvantage by extending 
the time for redemption over a period 
of two years instead of one, as now | 
provided, and making an increasing | 
schedule —of penalties. For example: 
With a law providing that on all re- 
demptions made within a period say 
of eight months from date of sale, 
a penalty of 15 per cent. should be 
charged; for all redemptions mgde. 
after sixteen months, a penalty of 35 
per cent. and for all redemptions mace , 
after sixteen -months. and within | 
twenty-four months a penalty of 50) 
per cent., and making it the duty of 
the City Clerk or other redemption 
offcer to notify the properiy-owner by 
mail of the fact of the sale, and the 
amount of penalties that will accrue 
immediately after the duplicate certifi- 
cates are returned to him, and also 
making it his duty to again notify 
all owners who have redeemed at 


the commencement of each period of 
eight months from the date of sale, 
and also, at the time of sending the 
second netice, publish in the off, ial 


paper a list of all unredeemed property 
arranged according to tracts.”

THE NEW PLUMBING ORDINANCE,

to the Board of Health the new ordin- 
nance which is to take the place of 
the repealed plumbing ordinance. The 
ordinance contains several important 
omissions which characterized the first 
erdinance. Notable among these is the | 
abolition of the board of examiners for 
plumbers. This is intended tq impair 
the possibility of the plumbers pooling 
or forming a combine. It admits any- 
body willing to be responsible to the 
city and who will do the work. It siill 
requires the registration of plumbers | 
in the ‘Health Office, but does not de- 
mand educational qualifications or a. 
bond. It specially defines cesspools, 
their size, location, ete. It permitsin lo- 
calities that are not t®Hickly settlea, 
and where it does not interfere with | 
surrounding houses, a vent straight up 
from a cesspool instead of the require- 
ment to run it up to and above phe | 
residence as before.

Crops and Markets. 

The weather bulletin notes that th 
prevailing features of the past” Wwee 
were a continuation of the cool weath: 
which has prevailed for some tim. 
uring the past few days, -howeve: 
ihere has been a modification of th: 
temperature, and sunny, pleasan: 
weather has prevailed. The 
weather and lack of rain caused vegeta- 
‘ion to grow slowly. Soaking rains and 
Wwirm gunshine ‘are needed to push 
forch the growth of grain and pasture. 

There is no improvement to note this 
week in the orange market. California 
fruit is still selling in the East at 
ruipously low prices. On Wednesday 
last the exchange sold California or- 
anges at auction in Kansas City at the 
wate of $1.70 to $1.90 for choice navels. 
On the same day the exchange sold 
m carload of Riverside navels in New 
York at an average of $1.97 per box, 


a car of Riverside seediings at ‘an aver-_ 


age of $1.52. This leaves very little 
for the growers. On the same day the 
ex@hange sold oranges at auction in 


San Francisco at the following prices:

Under date of February 3, Barnett 
Bros., of Chicago reported that the or- 
ange market at that date was in a most 
unsatisfactory condition. Although cii- 
matic conditions were favorable. all 
through the East to the moving of the 
crop, it did not move to the satisfac. 
tion of any one. It was estimated that 
on that date Florida had 1,500,000 boxes 
to sell, which were moved as fast as 
possible, and selling fairly well at $1.60 
to $2 per box at Chicago. In California 
oranges, on the other hand, the trade 
was light. Only about a dozen cars 
had been received in that market up 
to date, as against seventy-five for the 
Same time last year. At the exchange 
price the cost of choice navel oranges 
in Chicago was $2.40, yet they were 
freely offered in lots of ten boxes each 
at $2.45. Barnett Bros. call attention 
to a curious state of affairs in the Chr- 
cago orange market. Florida fruit now 
sells at say $1.80 per box as an average 
price, against $2.25 per box, while they 
were taken at $3 to $3.50 last vear in 
quantities at least five times as larz., 
Messina oranges sold at New York 
January 24 at $1.40 to $1.95 per box, as 
against 90 cents to $1.25 a year ago, 
While California Washington navels 
sold at am average of $2.15 per box on 
the 3ist, against much higher figures 
that prevailed a year ago. The com- 
mission men referred to sav: 

“Wei cannot imagine what should 
cause the advance on Messinas as 
against other grades of fruit, but these 
are public prices and can be verified 
by the records. The exchange has the 
fruit; the pushing, energetic brokers 
and dealers who last year were flood- 
ing the Eastern country with offers of 
California fruit are missed this year, 
and although all dealers know where 
to hook for the fruit itself, the fact 
is that in the absence of a sharp de- 
mand buyers let matters go by default 
and take that which is thrust on their 
notice. 

“Is it that the brokers can get no 
fruit to offer and that they are thus 
out of the business? Is their silence 
due to the cutting off of the supplies 
and that these men, who have built up 
a business connection that needed fruit 
are now compelled to remain silent? 
And does it not seem as though thus 
far the exchange has not got into 
working order so as to fully occupy 
the field covered by these middle- 
men,’’ if you so choose to call them? 
It is certain that there is practically 
nothing but exchange fruit offered on 
this market, and but little of that 
is moving. 
the cause is, but believe that the mat- 
ter is worthy of serious thought. 

““Manager Perry, of whom we have 
the highest opinion as a business man, 
has a herculean task ahead: to move 
the crop and get the most out of it 
is certainly a job that few will envy, 
and we wish him the greatest success, 
but fear that the contract is too great 
for him to thoroughly complete, if the 
ability and idea of the consumer as 
well as the midddle-man is left entirely 
out of the calculation. If the consumer 
refuses t take the Offerines at the 
asking price, the question 1s, what is 
going to. be done? Depend upon it 
Florida shippers are not going to ad- 
vocate cutting prices on Washington 
navels from California. It is a fact 
however, that they are ‘sawin’ wood 
‘and sayin’ nothin’.’ 

“We are anxiously looking for some 
brightening of the outlook’ that will 


enable us to again order fruit, but we © 


believe there are few that care to 
buy goods in California with the ex- 


-pectation—in fact we might say prob- | 


ability—of selling 5 or 19 cents a box 


above cost, which must cover the risks 


of. transportation.

The nuts put down in April 
are sufficiently grown to be planted 
out before the rains of September, and 
they are then set out in holes three 
feet deep and twenty to thirty feet 
apart.

each stock carrying from five to thirty 
nuts, the tree maturing on an average 
sixty nuts vearly.’’

Alkali Lands. 

Here and there in Southern Calt- 
fornia there are patches of land that 
are more or less of an alkaline char- 
acter. 


Liow to best rid the soil of this | 


surplus of alkali is an interesting and | 


important question to the Southern 
California farmer. Irrigation will do 
it after a time by washing out the ex- 
cess of alkali from the soil. Prof. E. 
W. Hileard some years ago suggested 
applying sulphate of lime to these soils. 
This changes the carbonate of soda to 
the less harmful sulphate of soda. Ex- 
periments made at Tulare show that 
the efLect of gypsum or sulphate of 
lime is what Prof. Hilgard had ex- 
pected from it, but on a large scale 
this is very expensive. It is found by 
cultivating the ground that the alkali 
is mainly near the surface. Crops like 
buckwheat, which have very shallow 
roots, cannot be grown the first year, 
On the 
other hand, sorghum grows well, its 
deep root reaching below the line of 
alkali, and much of the sorghum grew 
toa height of six feet. If the whole 
piece had been planted with this crop 
it would have been profitable. 


The Duty on Oranges.

Evaporation of Fruits. 


The following article was read last 
month by Henry E. Dosch before the 
Oregon State Horticultural Society: 

The evaporation of fruit has been 
discussed by this society before and our 
friend, Mir. Carson, read a very able 
paper on this subject at our April

ever, many orchards Dave come into 
bearing and hundreds of orchards are 
following in their wake, so that this 
subject has becorne one of general in- 
and all beginners are looking 
to. those who have had experience for 
advice. Some of us have given fruit- 
evaporation a good deal of thought, 
and a few of us have experimented 
some in that line with more or less 
success. 

It is one thing to dry fruit and quite 
another to evaporate’it. To simply put 
a lot of fruit on a tray, put it into an 
“oven,” fire up and ~wait until 
it has shriveled away a 
bony _ state, almost anyone can 
do, but to properly - evaporate 
fruit so it is a fine, marketable article 
which will compare favorably with 
the best imported fruit from France, 
requires a good deal of care and intei- 
ligence on‘the part of the operator. 

The two great principles involved 
are heat and circulation; without these 
two it is useless to try to make good 
fruit. The season just closed has am- 
ply verified this statement. 

Possibly one hundred evaporators of 
various patterns have been built and 
operated, with what indifferent suc- 
cess is generally known. We have not 
yet reached the point of perfection, at 
least in evaporators for small orchards. 
For commercial orchards it is econ- 
ceded that the steam coils and fan 
driven by machinery are the only one» 
suited to them, but they are expensive 
to build and expensive to operate, 
hence not available for the owners o> 
five to twenty-acre orchards, and these 
latter must rely on the scientific prin. 
ciples of circulation of heat by. ordin- 
ary draft. 

On this principle many dryers and 
evaporators have been patented, but I 
dy not know cf any one which com- 
bines the two great principl s s)oken 
of, and keeps a uniform heat in every 
in consequence

aged, while others concluded to stick 
to the old dryers, with trays over each 
other, but this is all wrong. The world 
moves in ali branches and the fruit- 
growers cannot afford to stand still.

As stated in the beginning, I gave this 
matter a good deal of thought and 
study; have visited many parts of our 
State where evaporators hed been built, 
even as far as Ashland, in order to ex- 
converse with their 
owners as to results obtained. T found 
that none were what I wanted, or at 
least considered a perfect evaporator, 
from the fact that. while some had 
heat. they lacked circulation, or vice 
versa. 


But here- 


of fifty-six trays each, and I can use 
one or all, or even half a section if de- 
sired, by closing the vent-shafts over 
these tray racks not in use. 

The cold air was at first applied to 
the furnace level by eight four-inch 
pipes, but I soon found that while it 
was 200 deg. in one part of. my evap- 
orator, fruit would mculd in another, 
and after four days’ hard work and 
study, arrived at the ccnclusion that I 
did not have cold air enouxh, and com- 
menced knocking out bricks at the fur- 
nace level, until I had ten more air- 
holes. To my great satisfaction I found 
that all eight thermometers distributed 
in different parts of the evaporator 
registered the same degree of heat and 
all my trays were evaporating evenly, 
though I shall take out six more bricks 
and will then have twenty-four cold 
airholes, making 504 square. inches 
through which cold air passes to sup- 
ply the circulation. This may seem a 
good deal of air, but I consider every 
inch necessary. 

“We have now heat and circulation 
and the next point to be considered is 
economy in labor and fuel, which 
points T think I have also solved. As 
stated before, I constructed my evap- 
orator so that I can reach every tray 
without removing any other, as I con- 
sider it a great loss of time, labor and 
heat whenever you have to take out 
one tray to see how the rear or middle 
one is getting along, which plan also 
involves a good deal of shifting, all 
of which is overcome when,you can 
reach each tray the outside. 
When fruit is properly graded and of 
about the same ripeness shifting 1s 
not necessary. I leave my trays where 
I put them until every prune is done, 
when I take them out and throw them 
into the bin, replacing it with a tray 
of fresh fruit, regardless of the state 
of finish the other trays may be in, as_ 
each tray carries off its own mois- 
ture. In this way the evaporator has 
fruit in all stages of finish and can 
be kept continually full. And here is 
where the labor-saving~comes in. It 
is not necessary to take out all the 
trays at once and then have two or 
three men emptying and refilling with 
a rush. I myself have handled 112 trays 
of twenty-five to twenty-eight pounds 
of fruit each every day, filling the 
trays and putting them in and out, 
keeping one man _ continually busy 
grading. The saving of fuel naturally 
follows if the furnace is properly con- 
structed and with a damper in the 
flue, so no heat is wasted and can be 
kept even throughout at any given or 
desired degree. 

It may be of iterest to state that I 
have evaporated 30,000 pounds of fresh 
fruit (prunes) in eleven days, with four 
and one-half cords of fir wood, not run- 
ning nights. . 

Another very important point is the 
time in which prunes should be evap- 
orated to obtain the best possible re- 
sults; or, in other words, that the 
saccharine matter may be thoroughly 
developed and make perfect fruit. I 
have experimented along this line sOme- 
what by selecting six trays and filling 
them each with twenty-five pounds of 


fresh fruits of same grade and sizc: 


evaporated twe trays in nine hours, 
two in twenty-four-hours and two in 
thirty-six. The two nine-hour trays 
made the best appearing fruit, but are 
quite acid and only gave eight pounds 
of dried product to the tray. The 
twenty-four-hour trays made very good, 
sweet fruit and gave eight and one- 
half pounds to the tray, while the 
thirty-six-hour trays made the sweetest 
fruit and gave nine pounds to the 
tray. After further experimenting 


with various grades I have come to the

But time was growing short, the total,

I beg you to understand that I do 
not consider my evaporator a pérfect 
one, nor am I conceited enough to think 
that I am the only one capable of 
making pertect fruit, but I do think 
: is a step forward in the right direc- 
on. 

I intend to make some changes, which 
I deem necessary, and expect them to 
be a further improvement. 

There are many fruit-growers who 
have had more experience than I have 
had and I do not know.of any good 
reason why, with our combined experi- 
ence and intelligence, we should not 
be able to construct a perfect fruit 
evaporator. 

In cenclusion permit me to say that 
the time has arrived when consumers 
begin to discriminate between inferior 
and good fruit. The markets are be- 
ing flooded with sun-dried fruit /sold 
for what it is worth, while imported 
French prunes; put up in fancy pack- 
ages, bring good prices. 

We have the fresh article, which 
is superior to all others, why not have’ 
the best evaporated fruit as well?

However, after many talks with Mr. 
Carson, I gave him an order for a Red-

when the foreign fruit is in market. 
As compared with the cost of placing 
foreign oranges in that market he 
finds that the charges on Florida fruit 
are as follows: For box, paper, nails, 
packing and cartage to shipping point, 
35 cents per box; average local freight 
to Jacksonville, 15 cents; freight from 
Jacksonville to New York, 35 cents; 
commission, auction charges, etc., 16, 
cents; making a total of 95 cents per 
box charges on Florida fruit, to say 
nothing of the value of the fruit itself 
at the orchard.

fornia, if not already at the front in 
New York markets, will certainly be 
there at a very early day. Neither 
Florida nor Sicily can excel the naval 
orange of California by anything they 
can produce, and the large acreage de- 
voted to that variety which will soon 
be in bearing condition will soon peur 
such a flood of golden globes of sweet- 
ness into the New York markets as 
will make Mr. Day and other dealers 
there admit that they had never scen 
real oranges before. 


It was estimated in 1881 that England 
imported about two dozen eggs for cach 
man, woman and child, and there was 
but little more than one-half as many 
more imported in 1892, while France 
sends them nearly one dozen for each 
inhabitant of that country, and nearly 
one-third of all they receive. France 
imports no eggs. The pouliry-raisers of 
France, or those who do business upon 
a large scale, employ experienced heip 
to remain with and waich their fowls 
as shepherds watch their sheep by day, 
but it is said that the loss by. death 
from disease is much larger than in 
the United States, which may be a 
natural result of large flocks upon small 
areas, and, perhaps, is part due to a 
damp and cold climate. 


Select the Layers. 

(Pacific Rural Press:) A poultryman 
should be able to select from his flock 
the fowls that will make the best lay- 
ers. If a hen hangs around the hen- 
house, is too lazy to scratch and is 
always ready for her next feed you 
may make up your mind she will be 
an unprofitable bird. If you should 
notice a hen with a thick neck, large 
head, ill-shaped, a listless walk with 
no intention or purpose in view, one 
that gets up late in the morning and 
goes to bed early in the evening, you 
may make up your mind she may be 
included in the same class. If you 
keep this kind of a fowl the eggs of 
some of the other hens must go to help 
pay for her feed. Conversely, another 
hen walks briskily and there is an 
elasticity in her movements which 
shows that she has something in view. 
She is neat in appearance, with a 
small, slim neck, which is nicely arched 
or curved. She forages or scratches all 
day long and may be too busy to come 
for her evening meal. She is invaria- 
bly at the door in the morning wait- 
ing to be let out. She snatches a few 
mouthfuls of feed and is off to the 
meadow looking for insects. Before 
she goes out in the morning she gen- 
erally deposits her daily egg in the 
nest, or returns after a short forage. 
She is neat, clean and tidy, with a 
brightness and freshness pleasant to 
eht eye. That is the hen that pays for 
her feed and gives a good profit all 
the year round. By studying these 
habits and breeding from such fowls 
any man may, in a few years, have 
an exceptionally fine flock of hens. 


Poultry Farming. 

(Ohio Farmer:) We have a letter be- 
fore us from a young man who wants 
to go into poultry-farming, and he asks 
the usual questions, winding up with 
That question is asked 
a thousand times a year, and the in- 
quirers all know that poultry-farming, 
like any other kind of farming, will pay 
The evidence 
that it will pay, that it has paid, and 
that it is paying now, is overwhelming. 
It pays the man who knows how, and 
who has the requisite energy and busi- 
ness ability. A prominent grocery firm 
in this city has, within a few years, 
worked up a family trade in fresh eggs 
of nearly half a million dozens annu- 
ally. It was done by looking up the 
men who knew how to get eggs in the 
winter season when fresh eggs are a 
luxury. A representative of the firm 
said to us: ‘“‘We care nothing for the 
man who ean furnish eggs only when 
any fool can furnish them—when_un- 


‘cared-for hens have a mind to lay them. | 


We are looking for the man who can 


send us eggs when all his neighbors’ 


hens are frozen up.”” They have found 
quite a number of these wide-awake 
men, and are paying them good prices 
for their eggs. 

We understand that they take the 
year’s supply, winter and summer, sim- 
ply to hold the winter product. We re- 
ferred last winter to one of these men, 
who lives near Orrville, O. He has a 
few acres of land and keeps 300 hens. 
This grocery firm sent him $69.80 for his 
February eggs last winter, and from 
March 4 to 11, one week, his fowls 
shelled out 130 to 158 eggs per day, just 
when they were bringing the tallest 
prices. 

Oh, yes, poultry-keeping pays the 
man who puts brains, energy, skill and 
the necessary capital into it. But it 
must be made an all-the-year-round 
business. If you give the hens a vaca- 
tion, let it be in the summer, when eggs 
are low and poultry not wanted. The 
dairyman who feeds the heads off a lot 
of dry cows during the winter never 
makes it up during the summer, and 
the poultryman who lets his hens man- 
age the business as they please will 
soon require an assignee.

The question whether individual ex- 
cellence, acquired by a combination of 
skill in breeding and feeding is better 
than blood alone, is well discussed by 
N. J. Shepherd, in the St. Louis Journal 
of Agriculture. He says: 

“With blood one can with money 
purchase the results or outcome of 
years of careful work with others at a 
less cost, and to much better advan- 
tage than is possible to work out alone. 
But simply because an animal is ful: 
blood does not insure a good breeding 
animal. An animal may be full blood 
or a thoroughbred, and yet be so de- 


ficient in form or other points as to 


be totally unfit for a breeding animal.” 


Breed and Individual! Excellence. 

(Editor of the American Cultivator:) 
While not discounting the value of 
breed and pedigree it is well to ad- 
mit that breeders today are looking 
more toward individual excellence in 
cows, sheep and swine than they are 
toward breed. Breed ia nat always a | 


sufficient guarantee that the animals 
are up to the standard. It has been 
found by dear experience to be a fact 


through poor handling until the char- 
acteristics of their ancestors are 
hardly noticeable. They are at least 
reduced to the minimum point, where 
they will almost disappear in another 
generation. 

Breeders are the most intelligent 
growers of cattle that we have, and 
they know enough not to stand in their 
own light by placing breed higher than 
individual excellence. We have prob- 
ably in America the greatest illustra- 
tion of this point. Pedigree has had 
less to do in advancing the value of 
our. herds than in any other country. 
There has been a daring departure 
from the conservatism of the Old 
World. .For many years their breed 
and pedigree was everything, and 
breeds were kept distinct and lauded to 
the sky despite the fact that individuar 


pretty low mark. 

Practical farmers and dairymen de- 
mand individual excellence in their 
animals more than anything else. 
Pedigree and ancestry are nothing to 
them unless they are a guarantee that 
the animals possess marked traits and 
characteristics that are to be of value 
to them. They would prefer a half- 
bred animal that produced large quan- 
tities of excellent milk to a full-bred 
one that is only indifferent upon these 
points. The breeders may point out 
the sileck form, the mild eyes, the large 
udders, and other marks of the breed. 
But all this is of no consequence to 
the farmer unless they are so many 
written guarantees that*the animal is 
a good milker and beef-maker. 

It is a healthy sign of the pleasant 
relations existing between the profes» 
sional breeders and practical farmers 
that the former are recognizing their 
needs and are trying to adapt thelr: 
business to ‘them. We are coming 
nearer to the practical needs of the 
country every year in the development 
of our stock. Our herds are being im- 
prover by the introduction of new blood, 
but the owners are not running wila 
with the mania for “breed.” It is not 
breed. and individual excellence and the 
breed first, last and always. It is breed 
being placed second in consideratiore. 

Farmers and dairymen should bear 
this in mind when about to purchase 
new stock. A dozen or so animals can- 
not be purchased simply because they 
belong to a breed that is noted for 
milk and cream. Each animal must 
be inspected and tested. If they do 
not have individual excellence there 
is no reason why they should be 
bought. Other things being equal, 
pure-bred animals should always be 
preferred. But breed and pedigree 
should not blind the purchaser so that 
he forgets the more important ques- 
tion. E. P. SMITH.

To have rich butter-making cows ex- 
clusively for cheese-making is a mis- 
take, unless by some process the excess 
of fat in the milk oan first be utilized 
for thé butter and the remainder for 
cheese. Dairymen who make a spe- 
cialty of the common American cheese 
should select cows that give a fair pro- 
portion of solids, just enough fat to 


dairy herds for butter-making, and it 
would be a mistake to make the initial 


- cost so high as many do in buying fine 


butter cows for cheese-making. 


The practical farmer of today is the 
man who avails himself of all the use- 
ful knowledge at his command; one who 
is ever ready and willing to lend an 
attentive ear to those whose thoughts 
and practice far outreach those of his 
own.

Going Right Along. 


The Parmers Experience Some Difficulty in 
Procuring Seed—More About the 
4 Whale—General News

Notwithstanding.the fact that there 
has been considerable uneasiness ex- 
perienced among the people generally, 
in reference to the probable action of 
the Democratic Congress in repealing 
the sugar bounty, the residents of Or- 
ange county are going right along ex- 
perimenting in the planting of the beets 
and arranging for the erection of one or 
more factories in the county. There 
is a drawback just now, however, in 
the securing of seed from France. Rich-, 
ard Gird, of Chino writes to the secre- 
tary of the Orange County Chamber 
of Commerce that beet seed this year 
is & very seoarce article; that he will 
take great pleasure in furnishing seed 
to the farmers of this county for ex- 
perimental planting, but that it will 
be necessary to wait until the seed he 
has ordered from France has arrived, 
and has been apportioned out, before 
he can tell how much he will have to 
send here for the farmers. He further 
states that he belHeves he will be able 
to furnish all the “pead that will be 
required this year by the farmers of 
this locality. J 7 

In concluding the letter Mr. Gird says: 
“Keep on pushing the sugar factory 
project along, and you will cértainly 
get it, as you can certainly convince 
capitalists that you have the right soil. 
As soon as I can find a day or two to 
spare, I will come over and advise with 
you. Heretofore I have been too much 
pressed with business, besides being 
thrée weeks in bed with the grip.”’ 

A letter has also been received from 
Mr. Fowler of the Anaheim Co-operative 
factory, to the effect that beet seed is 
very scarce with them, but that if they 
had any to spare the farmers in this lo- 
cality should be supplied. 

If the seed can be secured for ex- 
perimental planting (and it no doubt 
oan) if a meeting of the farmers would 
then be had in Spurgeon’s Hall, and 
Messrs. Gird and Fowler invited down 
to tell something of what they know 
of sugar beets and beet sugar, it surely 


would result in great good toward th 
contemplated factory near this city. .
